Wednesday night that "peaceful 
demonstrations are one thing 
but disruption of normal univer- 
sity life is another" and called 
for "stern disciplinary meas- 
ures" 
against demonstrators 


who break the law. 
. The New York City demon- 
strations started Tuesday when 
1,000 demonstrators massed and 
264 deliberately had themselves 
arrested. They included pedia- 
trician Dr. Benjamin Spock and 
poet Alan Ginsberg. 


In Wednesday's protest the 


participants seemed less anx- 
ious to be arrested and police 
reported only about 40 seized 
during the day. 


Part of the failure of the de- 


monstration 
appeared to stem 


from the different philosophies 
of the 40 participating groups 
ranging from pacificist to mili- 
tant left wing. 


After police turned back the 


attempt to approach the center 
from three different directions 
the demonstrators regrouped in 
Battery Park, Leaders were di- 
vided on the next move.

findings. The reporters weren't 
shooed out until Director Rich- 
ard Helms of the Central Intelli- 
gence 
Agency began briefing 


the Cabinet on latest national 
security developments. 


In his speech to the Business 


Council, Johnson coupled his 
anti-inflation plea with a new at- 
tacf on trade protectionists, a 
call for expanded exports, an 
appeal for voluntary business 
efforts to promote a healthy bal- 
ance of payments and some 
pointed remarks about a recent 
attack on the dollar by specula- 
tors. 


Johnson said the speculative 


attack has been "decisively re- 
pelled'' but added "we cannot 
rest on this victory." 


He declared "we must look 


beyond gold" to the kind of sup- 
plementary monetary reserves 
agreed on In September by most 
non-Communist nations.

wenty-six years ago today 
there weren't many portable 
radios, fewer still In auto- 


mobiles, and home, television was 
non-existent. Incredible as It 


t might seem today, the Japanese 
. attack on Pearl Harbor caught 


the public flat-footed '-several 
hours of broadcasting elapsing 
before the news sifted through 
to most citizens. 


It was early Sunday afternoon 


(morning in Hawaii) and most of 
the local public were enjoying a 
pleasant day riding around 
In 


autos. I got the radio bulletins 
at home, grabbed a portable to 
keep up with the story, and came 
up town for a late Sunday din- 
ner, Fellow diners heard 
the 


portable, but were unexcited. 


It dawned on me that the pub- 


lic wasn't really getting 
the 


tragic message —on (his fine 
Sunday afternoon back home. 


So I deckled 
on an extra 


edition of The Star. If you have 
ever tried to round up a news- 
paper crew on Sunday I should 
tell you that newspaper folks 
have a habit of dropping out of 
sight on week-ends —and our 
"extra" took some "managing." 


But 
we did get a skeleton 


crew together in about an hour, 
and brought off a Pearl Harbor 
Extra in mid-afternoon. It de- 
livered the message, shook the 
town —and sold 2,000 copies. 
Just for the record I made a 
photograph of that historic ex- 
tra on the press —and it's re- 
printed 26 years later, today. 


It was our last "extra." Uni- 


versal radio and television have 
taken over the bulletin service 
formerly performed by 
news- 


papers. I recall seeing RCA's 
experimental TV sots perform at 
the New York World's Fair 
In 


1939 —but sets weren't sold to 
the public until several years 
later, and it was 15 years be- 
fore 
telecasting reached our 


area,

bed this week, a 55-year-old gro- 
cer lived with the heart of a 
young 
woman beating in his 


breast. Ho hoped this strange 
heart would fool his body Into 
believing it was his own. 


Louis 
Washkansky 
existed 


with what can be described as a 
benevolent but vital infection. 
On this pivot his life turned. 


His heart was that of 25-year- 


old Dwiise Ann Darvall, struck 
by an automobile and fatally in- 
jured. 


Her heart was well,'but she 


was dead. The heart of Wash- 
kansky was dying, but the rest 
of his body was well. Doctors in 
a 
five-hour 
operation trans- 


planted her heart into Washkan- 
sky's body. 


Three days later, on Wednee- 


day, doctors attempted the op- 
eration at Maimonldes Hospital 
in Brooklyn, transplanting the 
heart from a dead baby Into the 
breast 
of a 2- z -week-old boy. 


The patient lived oly 6',2 hours. 


"We do not know at this time 


why 
this 
transplanted 
heart 


failed," said Dr. Adrian Kan- 
trowitz, the chief surgeon. 


Asked if he and his medical 


team are going to try again, he 
said: "We certainly 
are." 


Despite the infant's death, the 


fact remains that in the case of 
Washkansky, 20th century medi- 
cine has brought mankind to 
this point: 
A transplant 
has 


been effected, and the patient 
lies in a Cape Town bed hoping 
his body will not recognize that 
his new heart is a foreign organ. 


Hum,HI bodies are not easy to 


fool. 


Washkansky's body has spent 


55 years, from the time it was a
